WHEN IS REBELLION JUSTIFIABLE? 


Rebellion, the very w ord suggests an 
unreasonable mob of rioters and unnec - 
essary bloodshed. 
The general app 
1- 
cation of the word is that which is in 
open opposition to tne government. 
Humane people use ever} 
means in 
their power to prevent an uprising of 
this kind. 
A shudder of horror passes 
over them when the rebellion, with ail 
its terrors, is presented. 
No doubt 
their desire is most humane, but there 
are times when a rebellion, with all its 
terrors is to be recommended. 
When 
the liberty and life of our loved ones 
are 
subservent 
to 
the 
ambition 
of nomo stronger power. 
When the 
safety of the fatherland is endangered 
by some unwise law-. 
When others 
transgress on that which is ours by 
right and by law. 
When the difficulty 
involved is so serious that no human 
brain is capable of compromising af- 
fiirs into a treaty, then is the time for 
t ie suffering one to rebel. 
We might take our own revolution 
for example. Who would dare to utter 
aught a;:ainst the humanity of that 
struggle? 
It is hardly necessary to 
enumerate the causes that lead up to 
this war. 
ft is not nee» ssary to study 
our United States history to become 
familiar 
with 
England’s 
tryanny. 
United States then represented to Eng- 
land a number of small colonies whose 
only duty wa- to produce wealth for 
King George and his followers. 
Un­ 
just taxation was put on the people. 
They were not eveo given a chance to 
express their opinion a to the fitness 
of the measure. 
Those patriots S a m ­ 
uel Adams and John Hancock’s rlo- 
quent words inspired the people to re­ 
bel against the unjustice being done 
them. 
T he air was filled with the 
words, “ no taxation without represen­ 
tation.” 
It was then the Father of Our Coun­ 
try, George Washington, came forward 
and ioad the struggle for independence. 
We were in the right and right always 
conquers. 
How proud are wo who can 
boast of ancestors who helped free our 
dear country from 
England's yoke. 
Was not that rebellion justified? 
Things happening within our own 
memory have perhaps a greater fasci- 
nation for us than thing- happening in 
bygone years. 
For instance we all 
have a tboro knowledge of the Spanish- 
Amerlcan wnr. Cuba, a small child in 
comparison with England and A m eri­ 
ca, oppressed by the awful cruelty of 
Spain, rose up and determined to light 
for her independence.

landed at Jaffa from 
Fort Said. 
It 
8-iems alm ost a m onth when we try to 
recount the many stra n g e sig hts we 
have seen and the novel ex pe rie n c es 
we have encountered. 
T he lan d in g a t 
Jaffa was difficult and dangerous. 
O ur steam er, of the Kedeviai Line, 
arrived at 8 o’clock in t he m o rn in g and 
no landing could be m ade until t hr e e 
in the afternoon. 
T he day was c le a r 
and pleasant, but the sea was so m uch 
ag ita te d by the storm of the previous 
day, t ha t the g overnor of Jaffa 
r e ­ 
fined to allow any boat* to com e out 
for us until the sea would become m ore 
calm. 
W e lay fully one half mile from 
the landing. 
T he s te a m e r was c r o w d ­ 
ed with pilgrims and stra n g e rs on t he i r 
way to J e r usa le m . 
Most of us were 
sick from the rough voyage of the pro ­ 
ceeding night. 
A t t hr e e p 
rn. a bo ut 
tw enty small boats loft the bore, toss­ 
ing like to y boats on t he waves but be ­ 
ing propelled 
by stout oarsm en the y 
soon reached the side of the ste a m e r. 
O ur parly of six were the f i r s t 
to d is­ 
em bark. 
T he sea was too rough to let 
down t he stairw ay at the side of the 
ship low enough t o step into the small 
boat, so e a c h passen g er was re quire d 
to m a k e a leap of six or e ig ht feet from 
the steps to the boat. 
As i stood at the head of 
the s t a i r ­ 
way w atching the so m e w ha t d an g e ro us 
performance, I was not a little c o m ­ 
forted By the fact t tat i had my life 
insured. 
W hen it 
-ame my tur n to 
leap, one boatm an standing on the l a d ­ 
der took me by the hand, then 1 waited 
until the boat rose on the crest of the 
wave and then leaped into the arm s of 
the two boatmen who stood below and 
in a moment I was landed safely on a 
pile of lug gag e in the cen tre of 
the 
boat. 
T he nex t man who followed me 
wa* not so fortunate. 
He m ade 
the 
leap when the boat was at t he lowest 
point, and 
the men 
below 
failed to 
catch him just rig ht and ho therefore 
fell very n ard on the side of the boat, 
injuring himself seriously in the small 
of 
his 
back. 
F o r 
a 
while 
we 
feared 
he 
would 
die 
before 
we 
could r e a c h the land. I was so d e a thly 
sick from rocking and pitching of the 
boat t ha t I was unable to do an ythin g 
for the poor fellow ex cept to loan my 
um bre lla to hold over him and shield 
him from 
the hot sun. 
Everybody 
around me was w retchedly sick. 
T he 
unfortunate man did not belong to our 
party. 
He was a r un n e r for one of the 
hotels in Jaffa,*and as soon as we la n d ­ 
ed medical attention was secured, and 
hopes were en te rta in e d of his recov­ 
ery. 
It is known by all o rie n ta l 
trav elers 
t ha t thin lauding is one of the most 
dangerous on the coast of the M e d ite r ­ 
ranean . 
Julia or Yafa, is t he Jo ppa of the 
New T e sta m e n t scriptures, 
borne say 
it is named after J s pbe t, son of Noah, 
and ancient g e o g ra phe rs affirm t ha t a 
city ex isted here before the ilood; o t h­ 
ers derive it from 
N afeh, m e a n in g 
“ beautiful.’' 
Some classic scholars 
claim the derivation to be from 
lopa, 
d a ug ht e r of J E jIub , Jaffa being the re- 
uut ad scene of the legend of A n d r o m e ­ 
da. T he rocks are still shown to which 
she was chained and ex posed to the sea 
m onster 
which was slain 
by 
P e r ­ 
seus. 
T he se rocks a re pa rt of an old 
wall which is supposed to hav e been 
built as a br e i k w a t e r by the Homans. 
T he gap-* in this wall are the d a n g e r ­ 
ous places thru which I he -m ail boats 
must pass in order to roach land. 
S ev eral years ago a boatload of tw en­ 
ty persons was eapgi ed on these rocks 
and only 
a few escaped 
with their 
lives. 
W he n we had passed 
the dan­ 
ger point we felt like singing the Dox - 
ology. 
B ut before we were landed the 
boatmen dem anded 
a 
half Napoleon, 
from e ach passenger. 
W e had con­ 
tra c te d with one m an for two francs, 
40 cents, but now we are informed that 
othor men a re Interested in the 
boat, 
and they must be paid also. 
O a r pa r ­ 
ty stood by the original contract, while 
others were intim idated and t hr e a t ­ 
ened until 
they 
paid the additional 
fare. 
At the landing they tried to prevent 
some of our pa rty from leaving the 
| boat, but we landed all the same. 
By 
showing our passports and thre a te n ing 


to report the m to t he Am irican consul 
they would wilt and offer no further 
resistance. 
Jaffa is a city of 30,000 population: 
five thousand a r e C hri-tian*. 
a 
few 
.Jew.-, 
and the rest a r e M o ha m m e ­ 
dans. 
Much biblical and 
historic interest 
centers in this city by t he sea. 
in Solomon's time, H i r a m , king of 
Tyre, sent hero c e d a r and pine lum ber 
for the building of the tem ple. 
“ W e 
will cut wood out of L e ba n o n as m uch 
as tnou s ha ll need,"’ he said 
to Solo­ 
mon. “ and we will bring it to the e in 
floats by the sea to Jo ppa , and 
thou 
sfaalt c a r r y it up to J e r us a l e m . “ 
T he 
materials for t he re build in g of the 
temp’-0 under Z e rubha be l 
were also 
brought from L e ba n o n to Jo ppa by the 


sea 
Here also J o n a h wa- arre ste d in his 
flight from the presence of the Lord. 
During our stay in this s tr a n g e city 
we visited the supposed tom b of Dorcas. 
It is located in a beautiful g a rd e n , s ur ­ 
rounding a Russian m onastery belong­ 
ing to t he G re e k churc h. W e asceodt d 
the tower of the C hur c h in these sam e 
grounds and took a view of 
the city 
and its surro un d in g s. 
H ere, 
indet d, 
“ distance lends e n c ha n t m e n t to the 
view." 
In the city t he streets a re dirty, n a r ­ 


ro w and winding, but from this e m i­ 
nence t he pic ture is c ha r m i n g and 
beautiful. 
T he 
ex tensive o r a n g e 
groves a r e most a ttr a c tiv e . T he a ro m a 
from t he ripe n in g fruit is delicious. 
For miles n o rth, east an d south the 
scene is one of l ux ur ia n t be a uty. 
On 
ths west lies the blue M e d ite r r a n e a n , 
d a - hir g its white-crested billows upon 
the shore.

la r g e v ariety cf fruit, 
lemons, apricots, po m e g ra n a te s, dates 
and figs come to g r e a t perfection here.
